Washington, D. C . Aug. 30.—Effi­ 
ciency in the postoffice department 
with a proper readjustment of rates 
will perpiit the government to inaugu­ 
rate a one-cent letter rate within the 
next year, according 
to 
Postmaster 
General Albert S. Burleson. 
This emphatic statement made bv 
the postmaster general 
before 
the 
National Association of Postmasters 
at their July, 1916, convention, indi-j 
cates that this important reform is 
much nearer realization 
than 
most 
people believe and that next winter 
will see radical steps taken toward 
this end. 
In addressing the postmasters Gen­ 
eral Burleson declared that they are 
giving the best postal service in the 
world today, and that 
is 
what 
the 
American farmer and 
business 
man 
are entitled to, for they pay for it. 
He advised the postmasters to spate 
no expense that means greater effi­ 
ciency. 
Does Not Mean Extravagance. 
“But that does not mean extrava­ 
gance,” said Mr. Burleson. 
“Where 
is an official who will tell me that 
employes useless to the service should 
not be lopped off? 
i do not want to 
be hard on postal employes. I believe 
the government should require only a 
certain number of hours work, and 
that under sanitary and comfortable 
conditions, at a salary not only ade­ 
lante, but generous. It is my purpose 
md your duty to see that all employes 
perform an adequate service for the 
money expended. 
“Every 
dollar intelligently saved 
can be utilized for the improvement 
ievelopment and extension 
of 
ser 
vice, resulting in a reduction in post- 
ige for those served. 
“Plans are being worked out for the 
solution of railway mail service prob 
ems. They are boing solved in a way 
hat will enable the United States to 
>ay the railroads adequate compensa 
ion for service rendered, 
and 
pay 
inly for service received. 
With this 
esult, if next year w’o can make those 
ising the second class mail service 
>ay a one-half 
part 
of what 
the> 
should. wre can go before congress and 
ake the first step toward penny post­ 
age! 
Soon to Have One-Cent Postage. 
“The fact that this year wTe have a 
urplus of between $4,000,000 and $5, 
*00,000 demonstrates that at last tin 
costal service is on a strong business 
md self-supporting basis. 
If we cai 
•cep down useless extravagance, wa 
an soon inaugurate one-cent postage 
ii this country.” 
This frank statement from the post 
.laster general substantiates declara 
ions which have been made during 
the past year or two by officials ct 
the National One Cent Letter Postage 
ssociation. which has its headquar 
cis at Cleveland, that with economy 
•a1 operation of the* department and 
reasonable adjustment 
of 
postal 
ites, one cent letter postage could be 
laugurated without injury to the fed 
ral 
government, and 
letter user* 
riven the benefit of a big reduction 
ver current rates. 
Nearly sixty bills were precented at 
he present session of oongiess, call- 
ng for one-eent letter postage.

At the present time letter users of 
he United States net a profit to the 
overnment of over $75,000,000 a year 
ver actual cost of distribution.

In feeding skim milk calves tile 
grain needed to supply the missing fat, 
may be corn, barley, oats or a mix­ 
ture. 
Occasionally a feeder has skim 
milk or alfalfa or clover hay on hand, 
and to these he adds linseed meal, 
cottonseed meal or gluten feed. These 
are all in protein, and when any one 
of them Is combined with skim milk 
and alfalfa—both high in protein—an 
unbalanced ration results and scours 
or other digestive troubles follow. 
The digestive tract of a calf is 
small and frequent feeding of small 
amount during the first month is best. 
During the first month it is better to 
grind the grains fed.
